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Dear Kirby: 


Your letter of September 10th arrived 
yesterday, and it was certainly good to have news 
of you and your doings. I think you will soon be 
running the chief a close second for strenuousness. 

I hope you will be able to stand the strain and ’’give 
them a good line”. 

Your outline of the seminar work certainly 
made us all wish that we could be in New York this 
winter. It ought to be a wonderful experience to 
work over problems with that group of men, especially 
as you will have a fine group of people in the Seminar. 
I should think you all would have to do a tremendous 
amount of reading to even begin to keep up with that 
group. 


It is good to know that the Y. M. C. A. and 
the Y. W. C. A. student departments are going to put on 
a real campaign for education on the questions of nat¬ 
ional interest. Betty's mother and father are with us 
and from Dr. Lowe we are getting quite a reaction on 
the college view point concerning foreign affairs. He 
is loading up with all sorts of material and I can just 
imagine the way he will go after the Colgate students 
after he goes back. 

I was glad to have a first hand report of the 
Olivet Conference. I only heard rumors of it and it 
was good to know that it went so well and you were able 
to accomplish so much. A small group really on the job 
could get a lot more done than some of the larger confer¬ 
ences where there are not a few who are there for a sum¬ 
mer vacation. 

I will eagerly look for your new book and am 
hoping to see before long "The Makers of Freedom". 

We have had some fairly strenuous times since 
I last wrote. We should have had a restful time at 
Peitaiho with swimming and tennis, but instead both Betty 
and I elected to have a round with some germs, but are 
well on the job now with our house for the year well 
settled and work for the year opening up well. 

Yesterday we had the first full meeting of 
our survey group. We have just secured a man from 
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Southeastern University who has been working on rural 
problems and has done survey work near Canton and a- 
round Wanking. The officials seem to be favorable anl 
it looks as though we would get a good introduction 
for our work. It will be a big experiment, but I am 
believing we will be able to get a valuable lot of in¬ 
formation. Certainly things have gone well in our ex¬ 
periments this last year, and I have a pile off statis¬ 
tical tables to digest and work over. We have had some 
very interesting comparisons with fairly good coordina¬ 
tion from different groups so feel that we are getting 
some figures that are not too full of inaccuracies. 

One of the studies is a 25 year history of prices 
in Peking dealing especially with staple grains. The only 
trouble is that I cannot be satisfied with that for I &iow 
there are records here that go back for over 100 years, and 
I am crazy to get at them. 

Allan and Elizabeth Hunter are here working on the 
idea of Youth, Fellowship and Peace. I am afraid he is 
going to find it hard to talk peace to the Chinese stud¬ 
ents who are now greatly stirred up over the question of 
military preparedness. Things in general are quiet, but 
no one seems to know just what is going to happen. Friends 
on the $oard of foreign Affairs tell us that we have narrow¬ 
ly escaped hostilities on two or three occasions this last 
month. 


It is interesting to note in the papers that we are 
now beginning to hear from the merchants and business men 
of China, and they are criticising some of the plans and 
proposals of the students and politicians. It is about 
time they were coming to the front for they had practically 
nothing to say last spring even though they were losing 
large amounts of money. 

Mr. Pettus has inaugurated his new Language Sohool 
buildings and they seem very comfortable and well fitted 
for the work he has in view. It certainly has been a fine 
piece of work and he has secured additional foreigh members 
on the staff so that he is now able to offer advance courses 
in Chinese and a large number of lecture courses on general 
Chinese affairs. I often wish that I could go on with the 
language study, but must get at the regular work, 

I am sending under separate cover a copy of "The Life" 
in which I think you may find some items of interest. 

We were all greatly struck with the union of the 
peace forces, in which you had such a large hand. Congratulations 
We are hoping that it will bring out a real avalanch of 
publio opinion by the time the senate starts in September. 
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Thank you for the reprint of your article, 

"Was Jesus a Patriot?". I read it with a great deal 
of interest. 

This morning we are welcoming Dr. Howard baok 
after two months of captivity, which makes us feel that 
we are still sitting on the edge of an unsettled situa¬ 
tion.

Dear old Harold: 

Your letter of August 80th is at 
hand and has done mo a world of good* Liharwood 
and T are most grateful for the generous cheese 
for £500* which you encloBod and for your willing¬ 
ness* to send another £500. in April if you are 
able to do so at that time. I want to say to you 
that this check of yours comes at a time of very 
genuine need. V/e arc hard pressed just now, due 
to the fact that several other financial campaigns 
for important projects closely related to the gen- 
qtsI wotIt which wg firs undertaking, have rsducBd 
the number of persons to whom ive can appeal for 
my work. 7e are therefore doubly appreciative of 
your generous gift at this time. 

I am greatly interested in all that 
you have written concerning the internal situation 
in China. I do hope you will send me material from 
time to time that will help me to keep informed con¬ 
cerning the course of events out there. 

I am pur tier lor !y interested in your 
suggestion concerning the possibility of my coming 
out to China for a period of months to sludy tne 
whole situation. I confess this suggestion appeals 
to me very much indeed. It is undeniably true that 
the peace of the future depends upon the solution of 
certain very aggravating problem* in the paciflo, 
and that the United State* is inextricably involved 
in the general situation. Tlri&y of course highly 
important that the colleges and churches of America 
be informed and awakened on the whole problem. 

It now seems probably that during the 
next few years, T shall continue to devote a good 
part of my time and energy to intern lional questions* 
If this is so, then it is obvious that T ought to 
spend some time in first-hand contact with the situ¬ 
ation in China, Japafl and the Phillipines. Since 
your letter came X hove talked with Alma and uher- 
wood concern ing the possibility of my coming out 
for from four to Bix months, to make the kina of 















study you have eug£ ested* Both Alma and Sherwood 
are agreed that It is the thing that I ought to do 
the questi< a dS t; noee oan be provided for. 
t suppose that the best time to come would be in 
the late summer-or early fall of 19B6. I could, 
come out for August if there are important summer 
conferences in session where I coil'd moet import¬ 
ant groups of leaders. T could then spend throe or 
four months in various parts of China, and perhaps 
a month each in Japan and the Phillipine Islands, 
although it may bo wiser to reduce somewhat the 
stay in the Philllpines. My chief purpose in com¬ 
ing would be to dmke as thorough a study oi the 
whol situation as possible rather than to come 
for the purpose of delivering addresses in various 
centers iltbough of course I would be willing to 
do a very limited amount of speaking if there is 
anything that T really can accomplish. The chief 
purges ■ , however, would be for study. r shourd be 
glad to got suggestions from you concerning the 
minimum length of time r ought to spend in ti e varl- 
ovb pl&06& and s.8 to the probable best ttfii ol oriy 
time, I would, of course, welcome any suggestions 
from you concerning means of fin&ncfeng the trip. 

I do not fcnov; whether you and I urn are in a posi¬ 
tion to squeeze out an extra gift to help make the 
trip possible. How much do you estimate that a 
six months' trip would cost? 

I have rarely been so thrilled with 
anything as 1 am the way the combined student de¬ 
partments of the TfV.6*A. and the Y»• .C.A. are 
entering into a n .t loo-wide campaign in the col¬ 
leges of the oountry on the whole question of 
n'orld pseudo* They bet up b national head— 

ouarters and are devoting major interests this 
fall to the creation cf sentiment in favor of the 
world court and other constructive measures of 
peace. I am myself giving every available hOUjr 
to this campaign. I have traveled between lo.uuu 
and £0,000 miles within the last four months and 
ehall be on the go conefcantly unt il the end ox 
January, going clear across the country as fai as 
California. There are illimitable doors open be¬ 
fore ue. I am very hopeful that college students 
will actually do something effective on this whole 
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question in the immediate future. 

I am sending you uocier separate cover 
a number of copies of my little book which has Just 
come from the prose. The Council of Christ Ian Atsoci¬ 
al ions are distributing £6,000 copies in the colleges 
and a general edition of 100,000 copins is bding 
printed, and at least 60,000 copies are being sent 
to ministers throughout the country. These are days 
of supremo opportunity, and one only wishes that ho 
had a dozen lives to devote to the great cause. 

All goes well with us at homo, follow¬ 
ing the summer conference at Olivet, Michigan, we 
visited our folks in the south and had a little rect. 
All of xm are well and vory happy in our home life 
and work in general. Ja are delighted beyond 
measure to know that you are looking forward to the 
arrival of a new Joy in your home early in the year. 
How .wonderful life is with love and vision and de¬ 
votion,' 7.e think ano talk of you constantly and cio 
not fail to remember you in prayer* Do keep us 
iotim -tely in touch with your movements.

I .do want to write you something of what the 
past three weeks have brought! I realize now that I 
made a mistake in not writing and wiring you directly 
through the office but as it was, by addressing letters 
and messages to Mr.Eddy I think perhaps we have come to 
a closer understanding. He has been very kind and under¬ 
standing and I do appreciate it! 


Your telegram from Lincoln came just a few hours be¬ 
fore the funeral service and made me feel the closeness 
of the spiritual relationships which hold us in a common grip! 


I need not say to you that I am not afraid of death 
but I found the physical.suffering and thephysical horror 
of Father's last days and hours almost too much for a 
highly-keyed nervous system like mine! He left us at 2:25 
j.L. on the ?1st« For four days he had not been able to 
eat and for three days of that time we could not succeed 
in giving -him even a drop of. water without his choking, 
yet it would be hard to conceive of stronger heart action 
than was evident until the very end. 


He was conscious to the end altho it was difficult 
to understand him during the last few hours. He told us 
just what he wished us to do in all business matters and 
in relation to Mother. He knew he could not recover and 
was ready to go. And Mother was,and is,the dearest,bravest 
little body I ever saw! She insists upon staying in the 
old home where they have spent thrity-nine of their fifty- 
three years of married life. A telephone is to be put in 
ar.d everything we can do is to be done to make it livable 
and safe for her. 


1 . . J T Y brother's wife was still critically ill when I 

left last Thursday noon but there was almost nothing I 
could do there under the conditions. I can help to keep 

the children clothed and in school but nothing more right 
now! ° 











No member of the fami1y,quite contrary to my expecta¬ 
tion, even suggested that I shduld stay at home with Mother! 
And as I thought it all through,again and again,through the 
long nights and the days I could not bring myself to give 
up that which means life itself to mel I said to Mother 
that now and alwa ys she would be most welcome to come 
with me and offered to take an apartment in the suburbs 
where she would be more with human beings than where I 
am at present* She urged that she wanted her own home 
and the .old home!. I could only submit to her wishes! 


Had this come last spring before you and Mr*Eddy asked 
me to come to the Fellowship, I suppose I could have gone 
with less of a wrench but as it is I am back my desk,de¬ 
termined to work harder than ever to'redeem the time'I 
Never have I done a harder thing than to say 'goodbye' 
to Mother at my sister's on Thursday,knowing that she 
must go home in the evening to spend the night alone! 

We had hoped that a neighbor who had lost her husband 
1 as t winter might be able to come to stay with her,but 
she was taken sick and could not come* 


On my way back 1 stopped in Columbus and planned 
with Gilbert Cox for a week's work there just before Thanks¬ 
giving,which will permit me to spend two days with her 
before going on to Olivet for Sunday and Monday,as Dr* 
Kirkpatrick askB. 


That leads me to say snother thing! You will remem¬ 
ber that I wrote you that my vacation allowance,received 
from the Methodist Committee covered the first two weeks 
of September! My absence from the office covered the 
time between Oct.12th and 30th. Will you therefore allow 
our accounts to stand as they are,that is,no salary for 
October? In the first place this eeems to me the only 
ethical thing and in the second place I shall find it neces¬ 
sary to get home as frequently as possible,however short 
my stay may 1 >• I shall not feel free to do this unless 
you let finances stand as they are for the past month! 
Knowing that you will be very busy when you return to the 
office,I wanted you to know how I feel about it before 
you came!

Tear Mr. Page: 

I was delighted to get your letter of the 
28th dated at Topeka, Kansas. I had written a 
letter of protest about the substantial omission 
of the harmony agreement but I find that relatively 
you are doing more than anybody else outside of our 
group and Justice Clarke himself. As a matter of 
fact, I am lodging violent proteste here and else¬ 
where on the lack of cooperation and sincerity 
in supporting and pushing the solemn agreement of 
coalition we entered into. I am moving heaven and 
earth so far as lies within my power to get results, 
and I do not intend to stop until the fight is over 
one way or the other. 

I have had bad luck about getting my committee 
together but hope to do so for the evening of 
Armistice day. 

In confidence, let me tell you that Senator 
Borah has reached the conclusion that our coalition 
agreement can be molded into parliamentary form for 
introduction as an original or amended resolution. 

He has it in such shape that he can get it in 
readiness "overnight”. I am hoping that the de¬ 
velopments will be such that he will become the 
active and effective leader in the end.. It is most 
discouraging, however, that not another member of 
Justice Clarke's organization in New York is sup¬ 
porting him in this matter. It is the kind of bad 
faith that I told you one morning at breakfast I 
was afraid we might get. I intend that every member 
of our Committee on Outlawry shall earnestly and 
affirmatively support the coalition agreement and 
adopt a ringing resolution. 

Yesterday I had a talk with Mr. Hale whom you 
met here and who is a high class lawyer and man, 
learned and capable in international affairs, and 
a man of his word. After I had finished he felt 
keenly the utter lack of support from his side to

the coalition agreement and promised to take up 
the matter vigorously and at once. 

Senator Borah*s speech here was a scholarly 
exposition of the weakness of the court and to 
my mind furnished no insuperable obstacle to the 
ultimate adherence under proper reservations-add 
conditions of permanent membership.

1 have Just returned from a three weeks' trip in the Boojy Mountain region 
undertaken at the request of the World Court Canmi ttee of the Counoil of Chris¬ 
tian Associations. I found there a situation which rather disturbed me and 
although the trip was planned under the direction of Mr. Tan Dusen, I believe 
that this is a matter 1 would better take up with you. Since it is a matter of 
policy you will know hoe to deal with it. 

jt 

It concerns the introduction of the harmony plan into the politioal situa¬ 
tion. As you know, the students have responded enthusiastically to the idea of 
the harmony peace plan. That is, of course, all to the good, if one regards it 
as a part of an educational oanpalgn but quite the contrary if it is to be in¬ 
jected into the politioal situation. 

In Kirby Page's conferences at Estes Park this summer and also at the Lake 
Forest conference, it seems to have been regarded as a politioal move. In 
Colorado and Wyoming during this last month, I have found that students thought 
it was the harmony plan which was inoo ip orated in the resolution to come before 
the Senate in December, They thought that the student poll was to be taken on 
that and that letters or other comnunications to Senators should urge the 
Senators to vote for that measure. They ssaaed quite surprised when I told 
them that it was the Harding-Hhghes-Ooolidge proposal which was aoming before 
the Senate and which was the basis of popular support. 

To be sure Kirby Page is now saying, as I heard him say In Nebraska, that 
the harmony plan is not to be proposed except In case of a deadlock in the 
Senate on the Swans on Resolution; that in that case it offer a w^ out and 
that it had one chance in a hundred of succeeding. In the meantime, his artiole 
in the October "Interoollegian” is written on the former lines and when in sore 
oases 1 attempted to put the students right on this matter, they immediately 
quoted this article in reply. 

Should not something be done to set them right? The students on the cam¬ 
puses which are covered by individual speakers from headquarters will, of course, 
receive the correct information. But will there not be many others who are still 
following this Kirby page artiole and the lead of these earlier conferences? I 
understand from Miss 5 chain that the Directing Canal ttee is not urging fire harmony 
plm. Should not this be definitely stated in ease artiole that will reach the 
individual students as well as the leaders? I believe from my experience that 
this thing will have to be put into black and white in order to prevent confusion. 
If 1 am uxglz£ a course of action upon vpu which has already been planned for, I 
hope you will pardon the intrusion. I Yeei^ however, that it may help you to 
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hear of the coalitions that I hare actually met with in the last two weeks. 

I waild also like to report to you that in institutions in the region which 
I visited. I recommended ^aecifically a petition addressed to the two State Sen¬ 
ators signed hy as many students as possible in an institution. This seems to me 
more valuable than a canpus poll, though it need not tabs the place of it, for the 
reason that petitions maybe circulated simultaneously through the campaign in 
all the fraternities, sororities, dormitories, and existing groups arri. thus 
serve to stimulate the educational campaign. It would, also, I believe, be an ex¬ 
ceedingly iB 5 >resslve thing if a nun4)er of these petitions were received by the 
Senators. I cautioned them in every case not to ask students to sign excqpt on the 
basis of information. Mr. Oherrington and Mire Perry at Denver received the sug¬ 
gestion enthusiastically as it was received on the campuses themselves anl they are 
going to carry it out in that region. 

I think the plan of the 0.0.1. is a splendid one. My own experience is there 
is such encouraging response from the students that this campaign will result in a 
permanent interest in international affairs, Tdiich is, of course, your aim.

Dear Mr, Page, 


Your interest in international peace, and my interest, led us 
strangely together in Atlanta, I hope it may lead us farther. 
The faetd you requested follow. 


Thirty two years is my age... .native of A1 entueky „., Scotch-Irish 
descent, via Old Dixie. There was early influence from an 
unusual grandmother, as well as from splendid parents; education 
in the schools of Louisville, collegiate work in the Univer¬ 
sity of Louisville(Medical),in the University of Kentucky, in 
Vanderbilt, and in the Presbyterian Theological Seminary of 
Kentucky• 


Experience's follow the course oixtlined below: At sixteen I was 
visiting T eac hers' Institutes in Kentucky, making addresses(l) 
in behalf of a state institution for destitute children; at eighteen 
1 was assistant to the bacteriologist and pathologist in 
the medical school; at nineteen I was janitor of a church,clerk 
in a library,representative of a florist, and salesman on Satur¬ 
day's in a haberdashery( this to help pay way in college). At 
twenty I was in Nashville, working in the YMCA, preaching on Sun¬ 
day s at country points( a circuit rider!), and--in love. 


The YMCA in three states paid my salary for several.years as I 
served from assistant janitor to General Secretary. The National 
Staff of the Boy Scouts of America used me to organize citifcs 
for Scouting in the South. One city was even complimentary a nd 
called me to be with them for twelve months; I accepted, mnd 
organized the county and city. 


The Committee on Christian Education and Ministerial Relief of 
the Presbyterian Church, U.S.( South ) was raising money for 
their educational institutions. They asked me to help. And so, 
for several years I planned, spoke, organized, employed men 
and women, met emergencies and generally "stood by" to further 
this cause. My responsibilities finally covered work in all the 
cities of the states we visited. 


Then in 1923, I came to this church to be the Associate to the 
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Minister. This includes much and is. pleasant. But there isn't 
the open door for the kind of work I have craved. I rarely 
speak publicly; my work runs along smoothly, but without much 
attention or importance. Some golks are visited, helped, and 
won. I may stay as long as I like. But I am looking outward. 


There was ^n early marriage, and now there are five children— 
three sons and two daughters. They require support and all plans 
begin with their higher, and compelling immediate interests. 


More and more, the desire to be of service in the wider reaches 
of the Kingdom has been developed in me. And while I know any 
field is a world for the man with a world mind, I am aware there 
may be abilities of greater use in one field than in/another. 


Gotod-will among the nations is not a hobby—-it is my major interest. 
Everything is read that cm be secured. It is to me the field 
that offers the opportunity most adequately of demonstrating 
the ideals on which I am basing my life---those that were lived 
and taught by Jesus. 


I believe it is not His will that men should fight aggressive¬ 
ly. I believe the occasions are rare that call for defensive 
fighting. J believe that my judgment of such occasions is 
limited, and most likely to be based on passion. And I believe 
that other men are like me. 


For that reason I stand against war. 1 stand against all 
sud^eflU/use of force. I believe such a stand by the citizens 
and governments of the nations would obviate most so-called 
necessary resorts to combat. 


I have not reached the point of saying that forcible resistance 
is never right. But I am ready to stand on this point:—that 

no follower of J esus can afford to resist any effort -that is, 

by force —-directed at himself. 


11 e may champion the cause of the weaker, it is conceivable 
'that he will have to use violence to do it. But, when he 
fights to protect his own interest; that is, when he refuses 
to be imposed upon rather than to retaliate, he begins to follow 
Christ afar off only. 


This is my belief. I am trying to live by it.

Who is Kirby Page? 

He is a Southerner by birth and has lived in 
Texas, Louisiana, California, Iowa, Illinois, New 
Jersey and New York. 

He is a Minister of the Church of Christ. He 
graduated from Drake University and took post¬ 
graduate work at the University of Chicago and 
Columbia University. 

From 1916-1918 he travelled with Dr. Sherwood 
Eddy in his evangelistic work with students in 
many lands. For a short time he was secretary 
to Dr. John R. Mott. For three years he was 
Minister of the Ridgewood Church of Christ in 
New York City. For the past three years he 
has been devoting his whole time and energy to 
studying, writing and speaking along the line of 
applying the religion of Jesus in personal life and 
in the broader social, economic and international 
affairs. 

During the past eight years he has travelled 
more than 125,000 miles, crossing the ocean twelve 
times and visiting the following countries: Eng¬ 
land, Scotland, Wales, Holland, Belgium, France, 
Germany, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia, Switzerland, 
Austria, Hungary, Roumania, Turkey, Greece, 
Jugo-Slavia, Italy, Canada, Japan, China, Man¬ 
churia, Korea.

One or more of these 
books have been translated into French, German, 
Danish, Swedish, Bulgarian and Chinese. 

His articles have been published in the follow¬ 
ing periodicals: The Atlantic Monthly, The Chris¬ 
tian Century, Christian Evangelist, Christian Ad¬ 
vocate, The Churchman, Southern Churchman, In¬ 
tercollegian, The World Tomorrow, Association 
Men, etc. 

As a result of his travels he is personally ac¬ 
quainted with outstanding leaders in many lands. 
He has had interviews with the Prime Minister of 
England and half a dozen other members of the 
Cabinet, with the great German statesman, Rath- 
enau, with the former President Sun Yat Sen of 
China, and scores of leading Cabinet members, 
editors, educators and clergymen throughout Eu¬ 
rope and America.

Dear Kirby: 


Thank you very much for your book which’ 
has just come. You may be sure that it will be read 
with tiie greatest interest. 

I suppose you'follow the situation here in 
Peking in the newspapers but I wonder if you get quite 
the feeling of tenseness which we have now. The Customs 
Conference has been running for more than a month and 
aside from one or two gestures on the part of the foreign 
Powers, little seems to have been accomplished. We thought 
at first that China was to receive different treatment, 
but the Powers now, including America, seem to be at their 
old game of bargaining and no one knows what will come out 
of it. C.. T. 'Wang has recently definitely declared that 
unless this bargaining ceases, China will withdraw from 
the Conference and will abrogate the treaties. I talked 
not long since, with a young Chinese in the Poreign 
Office and asked him what he expected to get out of the 
Customs Conference. He said "a great deal. When I asked 
him why, he replied "because we have you foreigners on 
the rim and know it." I think they do have us on the 
run but it will make all the difference in the world 
whether we give way gracefully or whether we are com¬ 
pelled to. 

Some of the private utterances of Mr. Strawn, 
oar head American delegate, are unbelievably crass. Un¬ 
less one knew for a certainty that he had said them, it 
would be impossible to believe that any sane government 
would send a man of that character as its head representa¬ 
tive. 


Civil war continues in China and we do not yet 
see what the outcoue'wi 11 be. The anti-Christian movement 

is growing rapidly. We are exoe ctin.? a large demonstration 
turoughout the country on Xmas and of course when one sees 
the treatment China has received recently, it is not to be 
wondered at. a. missionary from Canton told me recently that 
many of the i( f ore igne rs there were literally blood thirsty 
and he said that includes some of the missionaries." I talked- 
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with another Canton missionary and when I said that no matter 
what the it did not seem to me to have been the right 

thing to have turned machine guns on a crowd of students, 
his reply was "but they only fired ten minutes.” I think 
increasingly the younger group of missionaries here are 
beginning to wonder whether or not they cannot serve China 
best in their own country. 

^here has been one outstanding achievement 
this fall. 'After about two months agitation the Missionary 
Association of Peking finally put out a statement which seems 
to some of us epoch-making. I myself happened to be on the 
committee which drafted it and I know something of the 
struggle which we went through. But when the final vote 
was taken, it was adopted 90 to 13 and we are hearing from 
various parts of China that it is having a favorable ef¬ 
fect. I am enclosing a.copy of the resolution. To the best 
of my knowledge it is the first time that missionaries have 
ever in China been willing to disavow home protection. 

We have just created a national organization of 
the P.O.R. and I am hoping that we may be able to accomplish 
something this year. 

You will be interested to know that Powers Hapgood 
who was with us a year ago last summer, has just written me 
from Siberia saying t hat he has been acting as a coal miner 
there for the past three months and that he is now expecting 
to come through Peking. 

Do le t us hear from you occasionally, hut don't for¬ 
get that a word as to the new books is always greatly appreciat 
ed. Catherine joins me in sending best wishes to Alma and 
yourself.

Dear Kirby: 

War rumor and gossip are with us again! The wounded are be- 
in 17 brought back from the fighting between here and Tientsin. 

Peng Yu Hsiang and Li Ching Lin have clashed. It is the climax 
of some two months of maneuvering, threatening and plotting. Our 
heads still spin as we think og the speed with which Chang Tso Lin, 
who controlled East China from Mukden to Shanghai last September, 
has been driven outside of the Wall and almost to Mukden. Unless 
he is unexpectedly able to rally his forces, he seems to be elim¬ 
inated from Chinese politics, for the present, at least. When he 
was attacked in the Shanghai area he quickly and wisely withdrew, 
realizing the danger of having his communications cut at Hanking. 
Then some of his Generals declared their independence and his power 
broke. Li tried to defy him for a time, but the fact that his 
eighty year old mother was in Mukden in Chang's power was a strong 
argument for his maintaining his allegiance. This made it nec¬ 
essary for Peng to bring his troops down through the Hankou Pass 
and attempt to drive Liefrom the Tientsin area, where he controls 
two railroads. The Chinese all feel that Li will be forced out 
rather quickly. If this happens,; it will mean that Peng and his 
associates will be in control of Uorth China. How the question 
arises, how long will it he before there is trouble with the Gen¬ 
eral controlling Central China, We , cannot see how it will be .pos¬ 
sible to work out any division of territory that can be maintained 
for any length of time. Sun Chuan Pang, a little over a year ago, 
came to Hangchow .with a small group of ragged, worn-out soldiers. 
How he is a super-tuchan in control of three provinces. By al¬ 
liances, threats and possible fighting he will undoubtedly try to 
extend his power. 

The people still bear the cost of military control and fight¬ 
ing. TheChinese say that Li has made^over twenty million dol¬ 
lars in Tientsin this last year. He has held rjlcji pepple for ran¬ 
som. One man has been forced to give him four million dollars.Li 
still holds him prisoner trying to extort another two million. 

Every house with a telephone has been taxed $50. "Loans” and en¬ 
actions have been made wherever possible. Stories from Shantung 
tell of the beheading of merchants because they could not satisfy 
the demands of the military. With the movement of troops thousands 
of coolies, many of them the sole support of their families, have 
been seized and carried off to transport military supplies. 
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fPhe control of the Peking government is practically pure 
fiction. They issue mandates deposing Generals and appointing 
new ones hut only on the advice of the military, and usually only 
after a man's power has been broken. The Chinese call it heating 
the aead tiger'. The recent changes have brought a big up-set to 

the cabinet" and several men have been placed ill* in con- 

kun, who a little over a year ago was President, is still in con 

finement• 

Although' the Peking Government has little authority through¬ 
out the country, it still carries on its negotiations with the for- 
e'igh powers. The Customs Conference is meeting ana it looses as 
though an understanding would be reached that will give Cauii 
Seatlv increased control over her tariffs, probably tariff auton¬ 
omy The war is making it impossible for the delegates to- ^Ex¬ 
traterritoriality Conference to get here by December 18tn, so the 
opening is temporarily postponed. 

We still have some student demonstrations, but for the most 
part they are made by the radical element, The last two or three 
heve ended in rioting and the destruction of property. How the 
police have forbidden all such meetings. The anti-Christian group, 
however, seems to be making great plans for Christmas Day, and 
there are those who insist they are going to carnage Yenching uni¬ 
versity and the Y.M.C.A. 


The more radical element among the students seems to have gain¬ 
ed control in some of the Government schools. Dr. Hu Shih has re¬ 
signed from the Government University, practically forced out, xhe 
Women's normal School has been much upset. Last June the principal 
refused diplomas to some of the students who had failed to attend 
classes and do their work. They and their sympathizers seized some 
of the school buildings and refused to leave. IT During the summer, 
the Minister of Education re-organized the school. Recently the 
o-iris seized the principal, escorted him to their assembly hall 
and there forced him to sign a statement saying that he would im¬ 
mediately resign. How the students are insisting that the school 
broken up last spring be re-established. The students of the Law 
College marched to the Houses of Parliament and took them over. They 
claim' that the buildings belong to their school and the Ministry . 
has recognized their claim, 


The Mission Schools, except for those of the London Mission, 
have full enrollments and are carrying on work in spite of the 
threats and disturbances of last spring. The schools of the Lon¬ 
don Missionary Society are closed, not because of any anti- 
British or anti-foreign feeling, but due to a combination of fur¬ 
loughs and the possibility of the Chinese taking control of the 
school. A group of Chinese Christians have started a school for 
students who desired to leave the British run mission schools. 
They have a registration of over two hundred. In spite of the 
reason siven for starting the school, the Missi onaries are all 
hoping that the experiment will succeed for it is the first at- 
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tempt on the part of the Chines© Christians to establish their own 


school 


Last year Peking received from Chang Tso Lin grain enough to 
feed 100,000 people during the winter. This year such supplies are 
not available. Disturbed" conditions have meant poor business, un¬ 
employment, and rising prices in Peking. So far the days hav been 
very mild, but the police already are reporting many deaths from 
exposure. It makes our hearts ache to think of the suffering there 
will be in North China this winter. 

In spite of disturbed conditions, and civil war, a great many 
organizations are able to go on with their work. The China Founda¬ 
tion handling the second cart of the Boxer Indemnity returned by 
tho TJnited States, is getting started. I am told that it has re¬ 
ceived requests for over two .hundred million dollars, although dur¬ 
ing its first years it will only have some six hundred thousand 
dollars to use. The Language School, now known as the Yenching School 
of Chinese Studies, has moved into its fine new buildings. The 
Presbyterian Mission has opened a very interesting new Pre-En¬ 
gineering School. The work is organized on the Cincinnati plan 
whereby the student does part time work and part time study. It is 
hoped that the Department will be made self-supporting by the work 
of the students and men in the shop. 

My own plans for research xvork in the country have been upset 
by the war. What with the seizing of carts, extra taxes, etc., the 
people are very fearful and would not be at all willing to give us 
the information needed for a rural survey. We have been able, how¬ 
ever, to get at records in Peking. We have worked out the history 
of exchange between copper and silver since 1900. We have the fig¬ 
ures for wages and the prices of grains and other commodities for 
the same period and are figuring out the rise and fall of the 
standard of living of the Peking working man. 

We have had a wonderful visit from Mrs. Gamble's parents, Dr. 
and Mrs. Lowe. We had a month with them in Japan, a month at 
peitaiho on the sea-shore# and a good chance to show them Peking 
before they went on to India for a visit with Mrs. Lowe's sister. 

Furnishing a house in Peking is great sport as we found 
this yesr when we had to get a complete outfit for our home. We 
cannot go to a store and pick out what we want, but we found that 
it is possible to get things made. Catalogue pictures make fine 
patterns.

My dear Sidney: 


We wore delighted indeed to get your 
long letter of October 7th as fell as the various 
publications you have sent, ’^e are glad that 
things are coming along so well with you. 

T have had an exceedingly fruitful 
Dali in the colleges. T have given practically 
all of my time to the wori d Court campaign inaugu¬ 
rated by the Council of Christian associations, 
and since October 15th have visited IS state or 
regional conferences as well as 46 differont col¬ 
leges. I am vary mue h gratified by the response

I have been thinking; a good deal 
of late about my own plans for tho next few 
years. T am more and more Convinced that I am 
doing the vise thing in remaining unattached to 
any organization, ihis free-lance work, gives 
one a degree of freedom and independence that 
is very rewarding. I am inclined to believe 
that I ought to specialize on international Ques¬ 
tions rather than attempt to covor the whole 
range of social problems. Jf this is the case, 
then it is imperative that I got a freEh touch 
with the situation in the Dar mast. After talk¬ 
ing the matter over with d her voo d and n number 
of friends I have tentatively made up my mind 
to start in July for a year's tour in the Orient, 
and have drawn up a tentative itinerary which I 
enclose herewith.

T am not 
making ths trip primarily for tie purpose of speaking, 
but rather as a moans of getting a better understanding 
of tie whole situation in the war aast. .! v-ou.’& expect 
to Spend most of ny time in confer enoos and interviews 
with" missionaries,'returned sluso ,! is, end a diverse group 
cf .citizens in a very lin ■ too num Pop nf cities in each 
c cuntry* 

; o are very seriously considering tiie 
question as to whether or not Alma and the children 
should not make the trip with me. you will remember 
that Kirby, Jr* will be ai out eleven when we start and 
Mary about nine. J have been ®i;py from them so much of 
the time during' the past sovoial years that I fan afraid 
that there is a real danger that wo would grow apart if 
I continue to travel so nucii at a time while they always 
stay at home. If jre make the trip together we ought 
to have a really marvelous year tnget er. It would 
ofcourse be a wonderful experience for the children as 
well as for Alma. ‘There are, of course, some very real 
difficulties involved in having them accompany, first 
of all, there is tbe matter of expense which will be 
considerable* second, there is the Question of health# 
Third, there is the difficulty of getting accomodations 
in the various places, and fourth, the effect upon the 
efficiency of my v f orfc during the year, be have canvassed 
these at length and have about made tip our minds that 
they are not insuperable obstacles, what would you think 
about this whole matter? 

We are expecting to have a mo st Joyous* 
Christmas together and then T am leaving for the student 
conference at Asilomar, and a month in the colleges of 
California.

terday in spite of fighting and war. Thank you for it, 

I will be glad to add it to your growing section in my 
library, I have been over it in pamphlet form and found 
a great deal of interest there in the way you have work¬ 
ed out the problems that are facing America and .her 
peace policy. 

I am glad to have news about the F.C. S.O. 

It is good to know that plans are on foot for another 
pilgrimage to Europe next summer. How I wish I could 
join the group for a while. It is also good to know 
that you had such a successful time at Olivet and that 
you are planning for another round next summer. I know 
it means a lot of coolie work for you in getting it or¬ 
ganized and put through, but I am sure that the results 
fully justify the time and energy put on the conference. 

We will be thinking of you as carrying on the campaign 
during these coming months and I wish I could be there 
to help along. 

Things in North China are quiet for the moment. 
What the defeat and death of Kuo will"mean in Manchuria 
I do not know, but apparently Chang will come back strong¬ 
er than ever. I wonder if he will try to drive his way 
inside the Wall again or will be content with the northern 
district. We are very much afraid that Feng may find him¬ 
self in the middle with Chang attacking from the north 
and Wu and Sun from the south. The Peking position is 
certainly a dangerous one for any man, these days. 

We had a very fine, quiet and enjoyable Christ¬ 
mas. It is certainly good to have the Sears here to help 
us celebrate. 

Apparently quite a number of the leading lights 
will be going to Shanghai for a conference with John H. 
on the "Great Opportunities". After my experience last 
year, going to and from Shanghai for the conference, I am 
greatly tempted to stay at home, even though Stew Burgess 
is urging me to go down and join the conference on higher 
Christian education, which is being held in Shanghai in 
February. 


Work here goes on very well in spite of the fact 
that we do not get into the country. The disturbed condi¬ 
tions make an investigation in t ie villages practically 
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impossible. We are digging up the history of prices and it 
looks as though it were going to be possible to get a fairly 
complete record for the entire Ghing dynasty, or back to 1644. 
There are still a great many holes, of course, but I am prac¬ 
tically certain that we will be able to get account books that 
will carry us back to the beginning of the nineteenth century. 


Jimmy Yen is having a great time developing his Mass 
Education Movement. He has a great group of Ph.Ds. around him 
and work seems to be going on in spite of civil war and other 
difficulties. 

I am glad to know that you are having an assistant 
to help you in the work of the Fellowship. I enclose a oheok 
as a small contribution to the increased budget.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 28th 
inst. I appreciate very much your work on behalf of 
Outlawry, although from the surroundings and the 
associations it was altogether subordinated to the 
objective of getting into the court in some way. 

I enclose copy of a letter I recently wrote 
Professor Shotwell in answer to his. This explains 
my views. 


I see no advantage in bringing together 
people at this time with the serious risk of reciprocal 
irritation. 

However, I should think people like you who 
have been advocating the court on the theory that it 
was some sort of remedy for war, would be chagrined 
at its characterization in the senate by its friends. 
Even the great Walsh calls it "a halting feeble step 
toward peace” and ”a polite gesture". The proponents' 
idea seems to be that we should enter the court because 
it doesn't do any harm and it may do some good. As 
Professor,Hudson has just said, the court has not 
prevented any war and may never prevent one, but that 
after the lapse of fifty years we may get in a position 
to consider some real remedy against war. How do you 
stand all this? To me it is sickening. 

If Christian civilization has not enough 
brains and morality to cope with war, God help it.

Dear Mr. Eddy: 

I deeply appreciate your kindness in 
sending me Prof. shotwell's letter which I re¬ 
turn herewith. 

The letter is important in its analysis 
of the present situation but I don’t see that it 
touches in any way the question which I raised in 
ny letter to Mr. Page. The idea that our Peace 
Program should be now amended (see page 4) does 
not appeal to me, as it suggests the idea that a 
corpse should be reclothed. There are other 
things which much more nearly concern me in my 
survey of the Harmony Peace movement than .Senator 
Borah's attitude since the debate began in the 
Senate ! 

I still feel very strongly about the 
whole matter. The call, originally issued by Mr. 
Page, Mr. Bobins and yourself, was one actuated 
by the highest motives and directed to the noblest 
end. it met with a heartening response and re¬ 
sulted in a piece of statesraanlikeaction which 
seemed to me to be the most wonderful thing that 
had happened in the peace movement since the out¬ 
break of the war. Then - (1) there wa 3 a complete 
failure upon the part of the representatives of what 
I may call the World Court groups to bring their 
constituency to the support of the Harmony Peace 
Program; (2) there was a complete failure upon the 
part of our coniniittGG to do onything 

at all; (3) there was a complete failure upon the 
part of the representatives of the World Court 
group themselves, with the exception of Justice 
i.ke, to step boldly out into the open without 
qualification or reservation of any kind and 
support our peace program as our one line of present 
policy without alternatives. 3hww me anything to 
match the statement made by Mr. Morrison in the 
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Chr is t Ian, Century , by Mr. Levinson in his Outlawry - 
of war Commit tee, and by myself in Unity. 

I have been in recent correspondence with 
Mr. Levinaon. He agrees with me that we might as 
well let matters drop. The failure of our Harmony 
group to function, plus recent developments so ably 
presented by Prof. 3ho twe11,make a any further action 
rather futile. I see no reason why any hard feeling 
should develop over what has happened. I am not 
interested in blaming anybody. I am simply dis¬ 
heartened and disillusioned over an experience which 
seems to me to be lamentable from the standpoint of 
the morale of the peace, forces of this country. 

If we are simply going on demonstrating that we can 
not work together, what hope is there of being able 
to defeat the forces cC militarism?

The World Court-Outlawry of War Agreement : 

Is It Practicable ? 

On July 15th a joint proposal by advocates of the World Court and leaders 
of the outlawry of war movement was published. Is this agreement a practicable 
proposal or merely a Utopian dream? There are many indications that the nations 
of Europe are moving rapidly in the direction indicated in this plan. Consider 
the section dealing with the outlawing of war as an institution and recall what 
steps have already been taken in this direction * The Assembly of the League, of 
Nations in September, 1923, approved and recommended to the nations for adop¬ 
tion the Treaty of Mutual Assistance, Article One of which begins as follows: 

“The High Contracting Parties solemnly declare that aggressive war is an inter- 
national crime and severally undertake that no one of them will be guilty o^~ 
its commission." The preamble of the Protocol for the Pacific Settlement of 
International Disputes adopted at Geneva in 1924 begins as follows: Animated 

by the firm desire to ensure the maintenance of general peace and the security 
of nations whose existence, independence or territories may be threatened; 
recognising the solidarity of the members of the international community; as¬ 
serting that a war of aggression constitutes a violation of thissolidarity and 
an international crime . 1 It is true that the Treaty of Mutual Assistance and 
the Protocol failed ratification by the respective nations. Nevertheless 
there was general agreement concerning the outlawing of aggressive war. The 
fact that two successive Assemblies branded aggressive war as an international 
crime establishes a precedent which is not likely to be ignored by future inter¬ 
national conferences, and ultimately this idea will be embodied in an interna¬ 
tional treaty. The German offer of February, 1925 proposes that.the signatory 
nations to a security pact should outlaw war between themselves. 

Supporters of the outlawry movement in the United States have frequently 
insisted that the kind of outlawry proposed by the Treaty of Mutual Assistance 
and by the Geneva Protocol is not a genuine outlawry proposal, since defensive 
war is sanctioned and provision made for common military action against an 
aggressor nation. On the other hand, critics of the American outlawry plan 
contend that it does not call for the outlawry of all war, since ’*the right of 
defense against actual invasion” is specifioally reporved. One oritic insists 
that this reservation "disembowels the whole plan 11 for the reason that what is 
outlawed "is a kind of war that no nation ever fights - or at least ever admits 
that it is fighting® No matter what the facts may be, no nation ever openly 
wages an offensive war. 11 The outlawry advocates respond that what they propose 
to outlaw is the institution of war, and that defensive measures against an in¬ 
vader do not constitute war, any more than killing in self-defense by an indi¬ 
vidual constitutes murder* In spite of the long standing controversy, it may 
be that the gulf between these two interpretations of outlawry is not so wide 
as is supposed by advocates on both sides* Both groups are endeavoring to se¬ 
cure an international agreement declaring that an aggressive attack upon another 
nation is an international crime; both advocate the continued maintenance of 
national troops for defensive purposes, both reserve the right to use these 
armed forces to repel an actual invasion, thus it is obvious that neither side 
is making a pacifist proposal to refrain altogether from using armed fortes to 
repel an attack. The chief difference between the two positions is that out¬ 
lawry advocates would provide for armed defense against an aggressor by nation- 
ai troops alone, or at least without previous military alliances, whereas sup- 
porters of the Protocol regard definite commitments of mutual assistance on the 
part of attacked powers as necessary to effective defense against an aggressor. 

Thus it is evident that what one side means by outlawing the institution of war 
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is substantially the same as what the other side means by outlawing aggressive 
war. Since both sides insist upon the right of defense against attack, the 
definition of an aggressor nation becomes all-important. There are numerous 
historic examples that reveal the grave difficulties involved in determining 
which nation is the aggressor. Thus far American advocates of outlawry have 
failed to provide an adequate definition of aggression- The Geneva Protocol, 
as is well known, made substantial progress in this direction. 

While there are serious differences of opinion between the two groups with 
regard to ways.and means of making effective an international outlawry agree¬ 
ment, the important thing about the joint proposal under discussion is that 
all signatories agree that the making of war an international crime is a neces¬ 
sary step toward its total abolition- In view of the fact that the Assembly 
has twice branded war as an international crime and that serious efforts are 
now being put forth to embody this idea in an international treaty, 'is there 
not a basis for hope that the first proposal of the joint agreement is really 
within the realm of practical achievement? 

Codification of International Law 

What shall we say concerning the proposal with regard to the codification 
of international law? It should be recalled that the committee of jurists ap¬ 
pointed to draft a statute for the Permanent Court, of which Mr- Root was a 
member, recommended that an international conference be called to consider the 
codification of the law of nations. The recommendation was not accepted, but 
after a long delay the League has taken the beginning steps in the process of 
codification by appointing a committee of jurists of which former Attorney 
General Wickersham is a member, to consider the phases of international law 
which can most readily be codified. A second important move in the direction 
of codification is the preparation of draft conventions by the American Insti¬ 
tute of International Law for consideration by the International Commission of 
Jurists, when it meets in Rio de Janeiro, in August, 1926. Thus we see that 
two important efforts are now being made to codify international law. There 
is room for legitimate difference of opinion as to just how much progress 
could be made in a single international conference. Supporters of the American 
plan of outlawry and advocates of the League are alike agreed, hov^rever, that 
new international law should be enacted and that a constantly recurring series 
of international conferences will be required if codification is to be kept up 
to date. Some persons believe it advisable to call special conferences for 
this purpose, while others look upon the League of Nations as the most effec¬ 
tive agency through which codification can be achieved. It is important to 
note, however, that all parties concerned are agreed as to the necessity of 
codifying existing international law and of creating new law, and all admit 
that many conferences, not one, will be required before an adequate basis of 
law is available for use by international agencies. Have we not reason, there¬ 
fore, to believe that the gradual codification of international law is prac¬ 
ticable? 


Affirmative Jurisdiction 


what about affirmative jurisdiction of the World Court? Is this an im¬ 
practicable proposal? Here also it should be remembered that the committee of 
jurists recommended that the Permanent Court be granted obligatory jurisdiction 
over certain specified cases. While the recommendation was not accepted by the 
League, provision was made whereby nations could voluntarily accept compulsory 
jurisdiction of the Court by signing the optional clause. Twenty-five nations, 
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including France, have already signed the optional clause- The Geneva Protocol 
provided for obligatory jurisdiction of the Court, Moreover this feature is 
being incorporated in the security pact which is now being negotiated between 
Germany, France, Great Britain and Belgium, Prominent American jurists have 
long advocated the granting of compulsory jurisdiction over justiciable ques¬ 
tions to an international court. It should be noted carefully that the pro¬ 
posal under discussion does not call for compulsory jurisdiction over all inter¬ 
national questions; compulsory jurisdiction being confined to controversies 
"provided for and defined in the code and arising under treaties," that is to 
say, justiciable questions. Even this measure of compulsory jurisdiction does 
not become operative until war has been outlawed. In the light of these facts, 
it it impossible to believe that the governments of the world, including our 
own, will accept the affirmative jurisdiction of the World Court? 

Five Year Period 


With regard to the provision limiting the adherence of the United States 
to the Court to a period of five years unless a general treaty embodying the 
outlawry principles is negotiated. Professor Shotwell has called attention to 
the fact that there are many precedents for such a reservation. As a matter 
of fact it is easy to exaggerate the importance of this provision. It is gen¬ 
erally admitted, even by persons strongly opposed to entering the Court as at 
present constituted, that if the United States once..enters the Court there is very 
little possibility that she will ever actually withdraw. If at the end of 
five years the specific conditions have not been fully met, it would be a simple 
matter for our Government to extend the period of our adherence. For this rea¬ 
son it might be advisable to call attention to this possibility by adding, after 
the word terminate in next to the last line, some such phrase as: "unless pro¬ 
vision for an extension of time is made by the United States Government." 

The Chairman of the Foreign Relations Committee 

No one will dispute the statement that Senator Borah is likely to wield 
considerable influence in the determination of the foreign policy of this coun¬ 
try during the next few years. His hitherto irreconcilable attitude toward the 
World Court and the League are, of course, well known. There are, however, 
strong reasons for believing that he would support this joint proposal if he 
were assured of substantially united coo peration from the peace forces of the 
country . If the various peace organizations should enthusiastically endorse 
this combined proposal, it is not only reasonably certain that Senator Borah 
would support it, but there is also a strong possibility that an endorsement 
could be secured from President Coolidge, The President has on several occa¬ 
sions spoken favorably of butlawry; he is very eager to maintain peace within 
the Republican ranks and certainly does not relish the idea of a prolonged 
political struggle on this question. If the support of both President Coolidge 
and Senator Borah could be secured, is there not strong reason to believe that 
the basic ideas - not the exact phraseology or all the specific methods - of 
the joint proposal would be accepted by the Senate? That "the joint agreement is 
not yet in final form is recognized by all the signatories■ In a supplementary 
statement they agree to devote themselves "to the further study of adequate and 
appropriate mechanism for its effective application." The important feature 
of the proposal is the linking of the basic ideas of outlaw ry with the entrance 
of the U nited States into th e Court. Many draft proposals will doubtless be 
required before final action is taken by the Senate. 
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Possibilities of the Joint Prop osa1 

For the United States to enter the court immediately, with an endorsement 
of the proposal to outlaw war by international treaty and with an expression 
Ox willingness to accept affirmative .jurisdiction when war is outlawed, would be 
!ftore significant than to enter on a basis of the Harding-Hughes- 
Coolidge reservations. If the United States should take such action it would 
enormously strengthen peace efforts in Europe. Moreover, if an international 
treaty outlawing war is negotiated, there is every reason to believe that the 
United St ates wou ld join the League of Mations without further delay. In this 
connection a recent utterance of the Editor of the Christian Century, hitherto 
a vigorous antagonist of American entrance into the Court or the League, is 
significant, enough to be quoted: "With war outlawed not only the Court but 
the League of Nations takes on a fundamentally different character. It would 
be hard to conjure up from the deepest abyss of prejudice and partisanship a 
single reason for the United States to refuse to enter the League when war has 
been plucked out of it by the members of the League uniting to make war a crime, 
'"/e seem, therefore, to have here a proposal which opens a great vista of inter¬ 
national cooperation. No one can prophesy how far the nations may go in the 
pursuit of peace and brotherhood when once they have been released by their 
own mutual oath from the fear and torment of war." 

The stakes are indeed high: immediate entrance into the Court] coopera¬ 
tion on the part of the United States with other nations in the effort to reach 
an international agreement outlawing war] speedy entrance into the League by 
the United States and the assumption of full responsibility for strengthening 
all international agencies necessary to the maintenance of security and justice. 
A proposal with such potentialities should not be abandoned until every possi¬ 
bility of tb# realization had been exhausted.
